If they. get a good 
start they will withstand drouth 
and hot winds. ‘Their native habit- 
at--thehigh plateaus of Manchuria 
are subject to hot searing, winds.

Seeding should be done as early in 
the spring, here, as to be freé from 
frost———as early in April as possible 
up to the middle"@f Mav. Sofa Bears 
will, withstand more frost than cow 
peas, for example, or corn. _It is Im- 
portant to note, that ff the sofl has 
not borne a previous crop of legumes, 
such as alfalfa, or peas, thatthe 
seeds should be inoculated with a 
apevial bacteria culture which {s 
provided for this purpose. The Pro- 
vincial Department of Agriculture 
has legume culture available at 
small cost. ' 

The use of culture on the seeds: is 
especially important for the farmer 
on dry land, as he ts not lkely to 
have grown any legumes, unless

Seeding may be done in rows, or
